polio center here. She was Joyce 
Taylor, 8, of Beckemeyer in neigh- 
boring Clinton county. 


More help arrived at Centralia 


to cope with an epidemic. Seven 
iron. lungs came from the army 
in St. Louis 
and 
from 
other 


southern 
Illinois 
communities, 


making eight now at the state 
center. 


Bed Cross Helps 


The American Red Cross flew 


In two nurses and promised more. 
With all but four children's beds 
in the center filled, more beds were 
expected today from the Sister 
Kenny Foundation in Chicago.

(AP)—Thirty new cases of 
polio were reported today to 
the state health department. 
The total this year to date Is 
249. 


Of the new outbreaks today, 


nine were reported In Cook 
county, four each In Sanga- 
mon and Jefferson counties, 
three in Madison county, two 
each in Champaign, Kane and 
Morgan counties, and one each 
In COM, DuPage, Marlon and 
Ogle counties. 


Infantile Paralysis said $6,000 was 
expected today from its New York 
headquarters "as a starter." He 
said expenses would average more 
than $2000 a patient. 
He added 


that more money would be needed 
here this time than the $40,000 
•pent in the previous peak polio 
year of 1946. 


In the previous peak year no 


case appeared in the immediate 
Centralia area until July 31. 


Clinton County Cased 


Polio cases in the immediate 


Centralia area and Marion county 
went to 41 yesterday. 
Six more 


have developed in adjecent Clinton 
county. 


Of the Centralia cases 62 per 


cent are under school age. An- 
other 18 per cent are from seven 
to twelve years old. Other than 
one 16 and another 19, the rest are 
over 20. 


A survey of city parks, Sunday- 


schools, movie houses and down- 
town Centralia showed that Cen- 
tralia 
children 
are apparently 


keeping close to home in line with 
precautionary appeals. 
The city 


pool is closed. An ice cream 
dispenser reported his business had 
fallen by 50 per cent.

Thurman Would Make Unions 


Obey Anti-Trust Laws Too 


Washington, July 26—(AP)—Former trust-buster Thurman Arn- 


old declared today it is a "very dangerous thing" to permit labor union* 
to monopolize the labor supply without any "curbs whatsoever." 


He urged that congress take steps to bring unions under the anti- 


trust statutes and let the courts decide the issues of each case. 


Arnold, head of the justice de- 


partment's anti-trust division dur- 
ing the "new deal" days and now 
in private practice in Washington, 
outlined his views to the senate 
banking committee. 


The committee, at the request 


of Senator Robertson 
(D-Va) is 


looking primarily at 
the oper- 


ations of the coal industry and the 
activities of John L. Lewis' United 
Mine Workers. The miner chieftain 
last June 30 declared a three-day 
work week for the 
coal 
fields 


which Robertson has called a "bold 
and over act" to fix prices and re- 
strict production. 


Creates Scarcity 


Arnold said the three-day week 


was called to create a situation of 
coal scarcity to place the union in 
a more favorable position "in the 
next strike." 


Arnold contended that if 
the 


anti-trust laws are left unchanged 
it would be an easy matter for 
unions and management to get to- 
gether and "do the very things 
which the anti-trust laws forbid." 


Have Been Exempt 


He argued there is (1) general 


acceptance of the right of unions 
to "monopolize" the labor supply 
and (2) that the supreme court 
in several cases for all practical 
purposes exempted unions from 
the anti-trust laws. 


Therefore, he said, all that would 


be necessary to fix prices and re- 
strict production without violation 
of the prestnt laws would be to 
get 
the 
union tci "initiate" the 


move, and the employers to "give 
in."

Mayor Kennelly of Chicago last 


week accused Stevenson and his 
senate leaders of scrapping the 
plan to give $34,000,000 in state 
cash grants to hard-pressed cities. 
Kennelly said they didn't give the 
house-approved bill "the courtesy 
of a senate vote." 


Stevenson 
contradicted 
Ken- 


nelly's statement, saying it had 
always been the understanding 
that the city aid bill would be 
abandoned if the legislature de- 
feated bills to extend the sales tax 
to provide the money for city aid. 


Blame Governor 


The six GOP senators later de- 


clared that they were willing to 
vote for city aid and it was all 
Stevenson's fault. 


Senator William J. Connors (D- 


Chicago), senate minority leader, 
said in a statement today that 
the six Republicans "are not on 
the square" because, he said, they 
were opposed to the sales tax 
extension bills and to bills which 
would have given Chicago un- 
limited revenue licensing powers. 
The licensing power was intended 
to augment cash aid. 


Connors Speaks 


Connors said: "Either they were 


against aid for Chicago or they 
were against a balanced budget. 
If they wanted to help Chicago, 
if they wanted to serve needs 
greater than selfish political ex- 
pediency, they would have been 
for the licensing bills and the ex-

Washington—In the long history of man's constant fight against 


grasshopper and locust plagues, the use of prayer has the best record 
of accomplishment. 


In Biblical - times many plagues of locusts—the same insect as 


the grasshopper—are recorded as having been successfully wiped out 
by mass prayer. 


Th« second year the Pilgrims 


were on the American continent 
In the early days of the Mor- 


mon settlement in Utah, their 
very existence there was threat- 
ened by a locust plague. While 
they were all praying for deliv- 
erance 
from 
this 
pest, 
great 


swarms of seagulls came over 
and devoured practically all of 
the insects. A statue to the seagull 
stands in Salt Lake City today. 


In 1876 the governor of Missouri 


set aside one day for fasting and 
prayer in an attempt to combat 
the worst grasshopper outbreak in 
American history. Records show

ment of Agriculture experts on 
the grasshopper, J. R. Parker, ad- 
mits: 


"In reviewing the occurrence of 


grasshopper outbreaks and the 
development of grasshopper con- 
trol during the last 100 years, it 
becomes apparent that in spite 
of greatly improved control prac- 
tices and more intelligent appre- 
ciation of the problem by land 
owners and public agencies, there 
has been no marked dcrease in 
the frequency and duration of 
outbreaks, or in the size of the 
area affected." 


Anti-grasshopper methods have 


ranged from the screwball to the 
weird. A Texas fanner conceived 
the idea of raising flocks of tur- 
keys in areas where there were 
continued 
outbreaks 
with 
the 


thought that they would eat the 
grasshoppers. The turkeys ate up 
all the grasshoppers they could 
hold, all right. But when the 
glutted ' turkeys fell asleep the 
grasshoppers ate off all of their 
feathers.

The 
"hopper-dozer" 
invention 


came along. This consisted of a 
giant metal scoop 
which -was 


pushed along the ground in in- 
fested areas until millions of the 
insects were collected. After that 
kerosene was poured on them and 
ignited. Digging huge trenches in 
front of moving swarms to eaten 
them for the kerosene treatment 
was part of the same plan. Both 
methods proved more costly than 
they were worth. 


For years some control experts 


thought that late and early plow- 
ing was the answer—killing the 
eggs by this method. This prac- 
tice has also been abandoned as 
too costly. 


Spreading of poison bait by air- 


plane is the newest method of 
fighting 'hoppers and said to be 
the most efficient of the scien- 


tific approaches yet devised. Thi 
Department of Agriculture now 
has more than 32 aircraft en- 
gaged in emergency operations of 
this sort.

Dirksen Says at Vet Meet 


8»lem, 111., July 2*—(AP)~ 


Former* Congressman Everett M. 
Dirksen today called upon Repub- 
licans to get the United States 
"back on the beam." 


He declared that "it is all too 


evident that what is proposed for 
our country by the present ad- 
ministration is the planned failure 
of Great Britain." 


The Pekin Republican, who is 


planning to run for U. S. senator 
next year, was the chief speaker 
for Republican Day at the 66th 
annual Marion county soldiers and 
sailors reunion. 


In his prepared speech, Dirksen 


asserted: 


"This is a time for Republicans 


to reaffirm the moral tradition of 
the party and get this nation back 
on the beam. 


"That means reasserting our 


faith in the individual before he 
becomes completely lost in the 
planned philosophy which is now 
upon us. 
The individual is the 


very key to liberty. 


Pay As U'« Go 


"If we mean to save liberty, let's 


cleanse government of every per- 
son with diluted 
loyalties 
who 


would destroy what we have. Let's 
keep the country solvent and pay 
as we go." 


Dirksen said President Truman 


"finds strange delight" in criti- 
cizing the Republican congress— 
"the same congress which reduced 
taxes, set in motion the unifica- 
tion of our armed forces, exposed 
many subversive elements, lifted 
burdensome controls " 


If the United States "goes to 


pot," he declared, 
"The 
whole 


world will go to pot with it and 
there will be no Marshall plans or 
recovery programs to bail it out." 


The one hope of "curbing big 


centralized government." he said 
is to "expand the enjoyment of 
living for our people on the social 
front m proportion as we can 
afford it and keep the operation 
of guch programs at the local 
level." 


But, he went on, "instead of 


resolute action in 
the field of 


economy, it is now proposed to 
spend even more on a variety of 
programs, on the ground that 
social progress must go forward 
even if it means bigger and better 
deficits." 


Refers to Britain 


"This is precisely the theory 


that was pursued in Great Britain 
dunng the last four years and 
today she is stone broke 


"Today we've reached the point 


where we must determine whether 
we pay as we go or pay as we 
can.

originating studios 125 miles away 
in Seattle. 


Radio man Ed Parsons says his 


wife's insistence on "pictures with 
her radio" led him to work out 
what video engineers doubted was 
possible. 


The network to other homes and 


to taverns resulted when the Par- 
sons had to do something to keep 
their home from becoming a video 
theatre. 


FCC officials believe his experi- 


ments may mean television for 
hundreds of towns not on existing 
coaxial network hookups. 


What Parsons worked out took 


months of tinkering and experi- 
ments. 
His main receiver picks 


up the Seattle video station KRSC 
signal, amplifies it, changes the 
wave length and sends it out via 
private coaxial cable to some 25 
subscribers. 


The Seattle station okayed the 


rebroadcasts because it broadened 
the audience and the federal com- 
munications commission told him 
to go ahead—although doubting it 
could be done. He did it—and 
kept the FCC advised.

Former* Congressman Everett M. 
Dirksen today called upon Repub- 
licans to get the United States 
"back on the beam." 


He declared that "it is all too 


evident that what is proposed for 
our country by the present ad- 
ministration is the planned failure 
of Great Britain." 


The Pekin Republican, who is 


planning to run for U. S. senator 
next year, was the chief speaker 
for Republican Day at the 66th 
annual Marion county soldiers and 
sailors reunion. 


In his prepared speech, Dirksen 


asserted: 


"This is a time for Republicans 


to reaffirm the moral tradition of 
the party and get this nation back 
on the beam. 


"That means reasserting our 


faith in the individual before he 
becomes completely lost in the 
planned philosophy which is now 
upon us. 
The individual is the 


very key to liberty. 


Pay As U'« Go 


"If we mean to save liberty, let's 


cleanse government of every per- 
son with diluted 
loyalties 
who 


would destroy what we have. Let's 
keep the country solvent and pay 
as we go." 


Dirksen said President Truman 


"finds strange delight" in criti- 
cizing the Republican congress— 
"the same congress which reduced 
taxes, set in motion the unifica- 
tion of our armed forces, exposed 
many subversive elements, lifted 
burdensome controls " 


If the United States "goes to 


pot," he declared, 
"The 
whole 


world will go to pot with it and 
there will be no Marshall plans or 
recovery programs to bail it out." 


The one hope of "curbing big 


centralized government." he said 
is to "expand the enjoyment of 
living for our people on the social 
front m proportion as we can 
afford it and keep the operation 
of guch programs at the local 
level." 


But, he went on, "instead of 


resolute action in 
the field of 


economy, it is now proposed to 
spend even more on a variety of 
programs, on the ground that 
social progress must go forward 
even if it means bigger and better 
deficits."

"This is precisely the theory 


that was pursued in Great Britain 
dunng the last four years and 
today she is stone broke 


"Today we've reached the point
